Rules of Decorum.

Rcle 1 . The Association shall be opened and closed with prayer. 

2. A Moderator and Clerk shall be chosen by the suffrages of >the 
bers present 

3. The names of the members shall be called each day before proceeding 
to business, and no member shall absent himself from the Association, un- 
less be have leave or be sick and unable to attend. 

4. Visiting ministering brethren present shall be invited to seats in the 
Association. 

5. The Moderator shall preside over the Associaiion, preserve order, and 
appoint all Committees, with the sanction of the Association. 

6. The Moderator may speak in debate on any question — appoint some 
other member to fill the chair temporally — but shall net vote except in case 
of a tie. 

7. The Moderator shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the Association by any two members. 

8. Every member, when speaking, shall rise from his seat, respectfully ad- 
dress the Moderator, confine himself to the question before the body, and 
avoid personalities. 

9. A motion made must be seconded, and stated by the Moderator before 
debating ; and every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the Moderator 
or any member require it. **, 

10. When a motion is stated by the Moderator, it is in possession of the 
Association ; but may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before a de- 
cision or amendment. 

11. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, except 
to lay on the table, toj>ostpone indefinitely, to commit or amend; which 
said motions shall have precedence in the order in which they are stated - 
but a motion to adjourn is always in order, except when a member is speak- 
ing or the body engaged in voting. ■ 

12. All questions, except such as relate to the Constitution, the Rules of 
Decorum, or the reception or exclusion of Churches, shall be decided by a 
majority of votes ; in the excepted cases, two-thirds are required. - 

13. In filling blanks with particular numbers, the question shall be first 
be taken on the highest number and longest time. 

14. When a motion has once been decided, a member voting with the ma- 
jority may move for a reconsideration on the same day. 

15. No sppaker shall be interrupted unless he be out of order, and no mem- 
ber shall speak more than twice on the same proposition without leave of 
the Associaiion. 

16. No practice shall be allowed which has a tendency to interrupt the 
speaking or the business of the Association.

Article: 1. This union of Churches shall be styled "The Coosa River As- 
sociation of. Baptist Churches.'-" 

Art. 2. This Association shall meet annually, and be composed of Dele- 
gates from all the Churches which may connect themselves with this union ; 
and each Church may send three Delegates. 

Art. 3. The Churches composing this body are expected to send with their 
Messengers, letters giving on account of their state ; the additions and dim- 
inutions during the year ; the whole number of members in fellowship ; and 
whatever may relate to their peace and prosperity. The letters shall be 
read and minuted accordingly. In the absence of a Letter from any church 
accrediting delegates, they shall be admitted to seats upon such other evi- 
dence of their appointment as may be satisfactory to the Association. 

Art. 4. When a church shall neglect making any communication to the 
Association for two years successively, it shall be considered as having 
withdrawn from us ; unless members of the Association request its con 
tinuance, when a Committee shall be appointed to inquire into its standing 
and report at the next meeting of the Association. 

Art. 5. At each session, a Moderator, Clerk and Treasurer shall be cho- 
sen by ballot, who «hall hold their offices until successors are elected. The 
Moderator shall preside in the meetings of the Association and see that or- 
der is observed by all the members. 

The Clerk shall keep a faithful record of all business transacted during 
the session, and take charge of the documents belonging to the Association. 

The Treasurer shall receive all monies belonging to the Association ; keep 
an accuiate account of the same ; pay them out only by order of the Asso- 
ciation, and make report of the state of the treasury before the close of 
each session. 

Art. 6. Churches wishing to unite with this Association may apply by 
letter and messengers; and, giving satisfactory information of their being 
sound in doctrine and correct in practice, may be received. 

Art. 7, Any church may withdraw at its own discretion, but the Associa- 
tion may declare a dissolution of union with any church deemed corrupt in 
doctrine or disorderly in practice. . 

Art. 8. W^ acknowledge the Independence op Particular Churches. 
and that no authority or jurisdiction is to be exercised over them by this 
Association ; nor will the Association decide in any controversy that may 
arise in any particular church or between churches ; nevertheless, we deem 
it our duty to disown any church belonging to this body which may have 
essentially departed front the faith, and to give advice to any of the consti- 
tuent churches that may solicit it, but only after a due course of procedure 
according to the Gospel shall have been pursued.

To the deceased was .given, in his last illness, a large measure of Christian 
assurance. Having lived by faith, as he passed through the wilderness of 
Jordan, that faith Was sublimated into sight, and hope grew into fruition— 
So heavenly was his conversation, so real his description of the joys above, 
*f P°* & ted and earnest his entreaties with the impeteuiteat arouad him, so 
blissful his expectation of reunion with kindred and friends left behind, so 
entire and unreserved and doubtless bis trust in Jesus, that an eye and ear 
witness says, "It aeenibd to me as if he were speaking out of heaven to those 
on earth," 

Shortly prior to his death, he requested the singing of the hymn, 
"Jerusalem, my happy home, 
how I long for thee !" * 

and during the singing, he shouted the praise of* God.
